If not at Tie 
pass, then at Harbin, Russia will as- 
semble another army mightier than 
before, and with that army she will 
settle the issue.

Ruttla Mutt Make Advances. 


At the Japanese legation it'is de- 


clared that St.- Pctersflurg"and net 
Tokio is the capita: from'which the 
world must hope for peace proposals. 
Mr. Takahira, the' Japanese minister, 
said in the most emphatic manner 
that Japan had not directly proposed 
peace. He did not deny that neutral 
powers through-, their envoy's from 
time to time had sounded Japan as to 
the terms on which she would accept 
peace, but these, he said,' necessarily 
changed with the progress of hostili- 
ties, the intimation being" that Russia 
could have obtained

The 
new measure includes both insurance 
companies and underwriters In 
Its 


scope. 


Dam«ges for Trust Victims. 


Another, feature of the proposed law 


Is that It offers a remedy to the per- 
son injured by a trust. 
It provides 


"that any person who shall be in- 
ju'ed in business 
or property by 


any such corporation by reason of 
anything forbidden or 
declared un- 


lawful by .this jact may sue .therefor 


in tne .circuit court oT any county in 
the state in which the1 defendant re- 
sides, or may be found, and shall .re- 
cover twofold the damages by him 
sustained and the costs of suit. 


Need Not Pay Bills. 


"Any purchaser of any article or 


commodity from any company or cor- 
poration transacting business contra- 
ry to any provision of this act shall 
not be liable for the price or payment 
of such article, and may plead this

THAT IS CULPABLE 


But Coroner's Jury Does Not 
At- 


tempt, to 
Lay Blame .for Sun- 


day's Tragedy on £ny One Man.

mony on the witness stand before 
the coroner's 
jury

noon gave an aspect to the circum- 
stances .leading up, to. Sunday's aw- 
ful trage'dy, somewhat-different, from 
the other- impressions gained by spec- 
tators who witnessed it from various 
angles and distances..It. appears from 
his narration that locomotive and car 
were stopped just before they reach- 
ed ' the freightliouse track in .oruer 
that John Byrne -might /throw the 
switch. This done, on a signal from 
him, 
they resumed -their motion, pro- 


ceeding slowly with the switchman 
running alongside.

In order to accept all the details or 


his recital it is necessary to believe 
that1-the car, shoved at first -by the 
locomotive, acquired a greater mo- 
mentum on the down-grade-than the 
engine. Itself, and was straining at 
the chain which bound the -two to- 
gether, as it approached the north 
end of .-fiie'long -string- of- other 'cars 
standing 'idly on the rails.-- .Indeed, 
that .if the nearest'of;these cars had 
not been, almost ..precisely1 where. .It 
was,1 the fatality .would not have oc- 
curred;

ing architects, in other words, legal- 
izing the act of the- commission in 
having plans drawn for a new capi- 
tol building, instead, of for repairs to 
the present structure. . .There is-a 
great- deal of Quiet work being done 
to create public sentiment against 
the plan to, repair- the present build- 
ing and''in-favor of the adoption of 
the Cass Gilbert plans. 
It is pointed

treatment of the disease and making 
an appropriation to,.carry..out.its pro- 
visions.
